3 Remain in Hospital 
After Sunday Clashes 
In Brussels, Belgium 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (A P)—Po­ 
lice today freed 45 persons a rre st­ 
ed after riotous clashes betw een 
thousands of Belgium’s two riv al 
peoples, the dutoh-speaking F lem ­ 
ings 
and 
the 
French-speaking 
Walloons. Five rem ained in ]ail. 
T hree persons rem ained in hos­ 
pitals after the Sunday clashes in 
which thousands of Flemish youth 
and farm ers from northern B elgi­ 
um staged a protest m arch in the 
capital and ran into a counter- 
dem onstration 
by Walloons. 
The 
Flem ings, who make up 60 p er 
cent of the population, were pro­ 
testing 
w hat 
they 
called 
their 
subjugation by the Walloons. 
Nineteen persons were injured 
and 50 arrested. Few of the in­ 
jured were hospitalized. 
D espite 
the 
showers of eggs, 
m issiles and insults exchanged m 
the two-hour brawl, some B elgi­ 
ans did not lose their sense of 
hum or over the outbreak. 
Walloon students at Liege U ni­ 
versity sent a message to Acting 
U.N. Secretary-General U T hant.
